Soy  Beans 

The  cultivation  of  this  crop  is  increasing  rapidly.  Wherever  it 
has  been  introduced,  it  is  proving  to  be  one  of  the  most  valuable 
grain  and  forage  for  stock.  Also,  a  crop  of  Soy  Beans  equals  a 
crop  of  clover  for  enriching  the  soil.  Soy  Beans  as  a  feed  take 
the  place  of  oil  or  gluten  so  necessary  in  all  successful  stock 
feeding,  especially  so  in  milk  production  and  in  the  feeding  of 
immature  animals.
